Propagation Notes (As of 10:33 AM 03/17/2023) 

Solar flux readings have been on a slow decline during the past week, ranging from the 
weekly high of 179 on March 9th to a low of 135 on March 16th. The sunspot count 
weekly high was 135 on March 10th and 12th and the low was 84 on the 16th. 
Geomagnetic conditions have been relatively quiet except for a coronal mass ejection 
(CME) impact on March 15th causing the Kp index to hit 6. 


Solar activity has declined this week, as reflected in the absence of significant flares until 
this morning at 1507 UTC. There is only a 1% probability of an X-flare in the next 48 
hours. 


Propagation conditions remain very good, with good DX on all the HF bands from 20 
through 10 meters. The CME impact on March 15th resulted in a 6 Meter opening to 
South America. There have also been some nice openings on 10. 
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NOAA's predicted solar flux is 135, 140, 138, and 135 on March 17th-20th, then 132 on 
March 21st-22nd, 130 on March 23rd and 155 on March 24th.
